To Suppoit Demands.

Harvey brought him from obscur­ 
ity; Bryan brought about his nomination which resulted in 
his election; Garrison was his strong secretary of war; Lan­ 
sing let his mind run along with that of his chief as long as 
he could; House was his man Friday; and Tumulty was his 
confidential secretary and self-confessed adviser. * 
This brings up the question of how far a public official 
should listen to his friends, or supposed to be friends. It also 
brings up the question as to whether or not a man high in 
public life should ever think of personal gratitude or in­ 
gratitude. In our estimation, there is no stronger term in 
purely personal affairs than ingratitude. An ingrate, like 
Dante’s Brutus deserves to go to 
the 
lowest level of the 
inferno, but a person elevated to a high office by the electors 
of that country or state is under more obligation to the entire 
people than he is to an individual or a handful of individuals. 
If President Wilson could render a greater service, or a more 
efficient service, by letting Bryan go: if he felt that Bryan 
in the cabinet was a handicap to carrying out what the people 
wanted and needed, he had the alternative of being ungrate­ 
ful to an individual or ungrateful to a citizenship. In such a 
position, there could be no doubt about the choice. 
One trouble with too many of our public men is that they 
let their supposed friends advise them and grant these same 
men favors, when by doing so they are injuring the great 
mass of people who actually placed them in power. It has 
been suggested that Governor Robertson has listened too much 
to those he considered his friends, and by doing so has brought 
down upon his head the condemnation of a great mass of 
voters. He could probably have served better, both himself and 
state, by having been seemingly ungrateful to individuals and 
grateful to the voters as a whole. 
Gratitude is a power in life. Without it humanity would 
be little above the beasts. In public life, however, a man must 
be grateful only to the people, and if this means trampling 
under foot some who have helped him, it is simply the work- 
ing of the laws of nature which sometimes are cruel and 
deadly.

Heat and Gold in 1922. 
(New York Times) 
The coldest Summer since 1879, 
“when the corn ears were frozen on 
the stalks” is predicted by William 
Altman, a pennsylvania hunter and 
trapper, who has a local reputation 
as a weather sage. His prophecy is 
that “beginning April 15 and con­ 
tinuing until the last of August 
there will be cold winds, rain, snow 
and sleet.” 
While no one desires such a sum­ 
mer, a moderately cool season would 
be welcomed by the stay-at-homes. 
Meteorologists will not scoff at the 
Pennsylvania oracle. A summer not 
too hot is not unlikely, for the rea­ 
son that in 1921 there was, as Mr. 
James H. Scarr of the local weather 
bureau has said, an “accumulated 
excess of 1,04 6 degrees,” and in the 
first quarter of 1922 the monthly 
mean continued to be higher than 
the normal, 
except 
in 
January. 
Speaking of 1921, Mr. Scarr said 
in his annual summary: 
The mean temperature, 54.6 de­ 
grees, is 2.9 above normal and is 
the highest annual mean tempera­ 
ture ever recorded at this station. 
July was the worst offender in 
1921. The mean temperature was 
76.2 degrees, “the .highest for the 
last twelve years,” Mr. Scarr ob­ 
serves: “The heat, though never ex­ 
cessive, was almost continuous, and, 
accompanied by relatively high hu­ 
midity, caused many heat prostra­ 
tions and much suffering,” Septem­ 
ber, October, November and even 
December 
were 
all 
warmer than 
normal. February of this year re­ 
corded a mean temperature 4.2 de­ 
grees above the normal and March 
3.8 degrees. It should be added that 
the last five month* of 1920 showed 
.mean temperatures well above the 
normal; so that the “accumulated 
excess” persisted for almost twenty 
months. It 
is time the 
pendulum 
swung the other way for a season 
or two. If the summer of 1922 is 
abnormally hot, no one will be more 
surprised than the scientific weath­ 
er observers.

'My data would indicate that from 
40 to $0 percent of the young men 
leaving college entertain an idea of 
Cod incompatible with the accept­ 
ance of the Christian religion, even 
as interpreted by the liberal clergy.’
